Income Tax Hits Millions 


As bullel-ined in yesterday's Star the new revenue bill has 


Den completed by congress and sent to the president. It pro- 
Dses to raise 31/2 billions in new annual taxes — the largest 
Avenue measure in American history — but its significance 
!>es much further than that. 


Personal exemptions under the in- 
ome tax have been slashed so that a 
iingle person now has only $750 per- 
ional exemption, and a married couple 
.inly 
$1,500—and these figures 
arc 


effective with the current year, on 
which tax is due next March 15. 


This 
means 
that 
single persons 


earning as much as $14.4H a week 
ind couples earning $28.85 will pay in- 
come tax for the first time—and it is 
estimated there arc ncfiily 5 million 
jersons who will be affected.

Some of the Things You Think About 
England Aren't True, Says Manning

The best-informed people in the hush-hush-hush world of today are the Americans. 
But even they, because their newspaper reports and radio broadcasts frequently arc thinly or heavily veiled 


by censorship abroad, have formed many not-wholly-correct impressions of life in war-ridden Britain. 


After a year and a half in England as correspondent fo r NEA Service, I recently came back to America on 


vacation, traveled from coast to coast, and found myself a nswcring the eager questions of hundreds of persons in 
big cities and small towns. 


And I have listed, below, what I believe arc my fellow countrymen's commonest misconceptions about Bri- 


tain-al-war—as contrasted with the actual truth. 
Americans Believe: 


The England is an island fortress 


bristling with guns. 


That Winston Churchill is the hero 


of every Englishman. 


That only a bare trickle of ships 


from New York is arriving at English 
ports of call. 


But... the Facts Are: 


Strategic coast and inland ports bristle with guns but there are thousands 


of unguarded fields where troop-carrying Junkers could land with ease 
were it not for the RAF. 


Churchill is "Mr. England" to the little people of Britain, but even he 


had trouble overriding the violent criticisms of the "Country Set," hcadcc 
by Lloyd George, which developed out of Greece, Crete and Libya. 


More big convoys arrive in the western ports of England than the 


Admiralty admits. One convoy totaled 84 ships but 50 was the figure an- 
nounced. 


That Coventry is the worst bombed

Women in 
Education 


Dean Gildersleeve 
Heads College 
for 30 Years

Picture a pair of intelligent oyos 


that glow like brown lamps. Silver- 
shot hair swept back from a face that 
is seamed a little nnd mellowed a lot 
by passing years; Square-tipped hands 
that move with gestures quick and 
clipped. 


There you have a vignette of Vir- 


ginia Gildersleeve, Dean of Barnard 
College, Columbia. 
A woman who I 


went to college to please her mother 
and remained to head one of Amer- 
ica's leading women's 
colleges for 


more than 30 years. A woman who has 
blended her life work of educating 
girls with efforts to weld university 
women into an international force that 
might help to prevent war. 


Immediately after the World Wai- 


Dean Gildersleeve and a small group 
of European women educators found- 
ed the Internalional Federation of 
University Women. Its iden was to 
plant and spread friendly 
coopera- 


tion between countries with an eye to 
the better undrstnnding of each. 


"It was a race between education 


and the powers of evil and violence," 
said Dean Gildcislccve, who served 
twice as the federation's president and 
is now its acting head. "We were do- 
ing our darnedest, but wo didn't do 
well enough. We lost. But we haven't 
given up." 


As we sal in Dean Gilderslecvc's 


office, furnished with green and rust 
chairs and drapes, I asked her whal 
she thought women's part in the pre- 
vention of war should be. 


'Women have the same responsibility 


as men for making the world a better 
place," she said, her brown eyes flow- 
ing. 'Women make fools of themselves 
saying it's women's part to make 
peace. It isn't. 
Women must do it 


along with men. I think of women 
as chemists, teachers, doctors cind cit- 
izens—and a thousand other kinds of 
useful workers. II is in those roles 
that I believe they can do their part. 
A very important thing is lo educate 
children to realize that they'll never 
have security and well being pcrma-

lake some responsibilily for making 
a bolter world." 


"I don't find much difference be- 


tween men and women," she said. 
"The few differences I have noted 
are these: Men arc more sentimental 
than women. Women are more con- 
scientious than men, more likely lo 
burden themselves with extra jobs. 
Most women scorn to lack a creative 
drive that a larger proportion of men 
have. On tho whole, women are more 
interested in conserving life. They 
are less combative than men, who arc 
more ready to fight and spend life if 
necessary. A friend of mine ' at a 
co-ed college says thai in any one 
class women students average higher 
than men students, but lhal there are 
nearly always one or two men better 
than any of the women." 


After Dean Gildersleeve, who was 


born in New York, received her B. A. 
and M. A. degrees from Columbia, she 
taught English at Barnard, interrupted 
by time out for a Ph. D. degree. In 
1911, 
when she was 33, she became 


dean. She has a clean-cut conception 
of her job, which deals a lot with 
people, budgets and finances. 
She 


says she has no illusions about teach- 
ing the professors how lo teach. 


Before the war she spent her sum- 


mers in England and on the conti- 
nent, where she gave a lot of thought 
to the international phase of her work. 
She is a member of the National Com- 
mittee of the United States of America 
on International Intellectual Co-op- 
eration and a trustee of the Inslitule 
of International Education. 


Don't think of the dean as an earnest 


soul who sits around alone with 
books. She is earnest, b-il she goes 
places. Meets people, makes speeches. 
She works at her job clay and night 
—even lives on the campus in a two- 
story maisonette built into the end 
of one building. 


As for fun, she gels a lot out of 


dogs, music and reading. Loves books 
on archeology and polar exploration 
—and detective tales.

Tough to Fit 
an 8-Year Old 


Home Economics 
Bureau Has Size 
System Gauged

Is your child large for his ,-ige? Is 


he long-legged nnd skinny? Or short 
and fat? Uncle Sam is going to do 
.something about him. 


Let us say he is 8 years old. He 


may wear a sixe 10 suit, purchased al 
Smith Bros., while you may find it 
necessary to buy a size 12 sweater at 
the Jones store. His underwear may 
be of a size completely unrelated to 
his age or to the other garments he 
wears. Apparently, there is something 
wrong with staling si/.e by age. 


The clothes problem for children of 


4 to 37 has been chaotic to the point 
that tho Works Project Administration 
put up money for a nation-wide sur- 
vey. Measurements of nearly 150,000 
children were taken. Each child was 
weighed and measured at 35 anatom- 
ical angles. 


The Bureau of Home Economics, 


working with the National Consumer- 
Retailer Council, has evolved a sys- 
tem of sizes gauged by height-girth 
measurement. 
Eventually a mother 


may be able to phone a store, name 
her child's height and girth and re- 
ceive the clothes to fit him. The 
measurements determine the rest of 
the garment's proportions. It works 
like an artist's slide-rule—with math- 
ematical precision. 


Mothers and children would save 


time, energy and money in this way, 
the Bureau assorts. So would the 
store and tho manufacturer'. There 
would be better fitting clothes—mak- 
ing your child appear to advantage. 
Instead of carrying eight different sizes 
for the 8-year-old child as one store 
does, there would be only one size—to 
fit John or Mary. Then a store could 
offer each a wider variety of styles. 


There would be fewer garments re- 


turned to the stores—waste on re- 
turns alone has been estimated as 
high as 510,000,000 a year. A goodly 
share of that expense comes right back 
to the family purse.

BOMBER OVER THE ATLANTIC — 
"Line squall ahead!" 


Tlie voice comes to my right ear 


in the headset. 1 turn to the flight 
commander beside me in the pilot's 
perch forward. He's talking to me in 
the plane's phone system. 


His finger points ahead, to the right. 


There lies a long black cloud, stretch- 
ing out all of ten miles like a huge 
water moccasin asleep on a log. 


The pilot speaks again. This time he 


is giving orders to the plane accom- 
panying us, a mile or more off to 
the right. He uses the intcrplane phone 
system. This time his voice hits my 
left ear. 


"Advise me if you lose contact; I 


will assign altitudes." 


"Roger," comes back another voice. 
The flight commander smiles, ex- 


plains into my right ear. "That means 
he has received orders," 


We are hurtling eastward over the 


North Atlantic. Earlier in the morn- 
ing—much too much earlier for a! 
late sleeper — we had gathered in 
the cabin of the operations 
officer 


aboard a huge floating air base. Its 
position is a secret, but it's "some- 
where in the North Atlantic." 


There the whole squadron received 


final instructions for an assigned mis- 
sion. Specific orders were secret. But 
broadly, we were told to cover part 
of the lanes traveled by American 
merchant ships and war vessels ply- 
ing between the United States and 
new Army and Navy bases in Ice- 
land. 


We had taken off at 3:45 a. m. in 


dark, choppy seas and flown for an 
hour or more to meet the dawn.

Decatur then proceeded to Tunis 


and Tripoli, having learned mean- 
while that these pirate states had per- 
mitted British men-of-war to recap- 
ture American prizes in their waters. 
From Tunis, Decatur extracted 546,000 
which was the estimated value of the 
prizes taken there, and from Tripoli 
the recompense was 525,000, with the 
added 
condition that 10 Christian 


slaves should be liberated. 


These two expeditions against pirate 


nations broke a stranglehold which 
the barbary states had held over the 
commerce of all of Europe and Asia 
for 20 centuries. But for the United 
States, there were but the first of 
some 85 expeditions which have been 
dispatched in times of peace to foreign 
lands for the protection oi' American 
lives or American property. Not all 
but many of these expeditions were 
against a kind of piracy, international 
outlawry, or the inability of so-called 
sovereign states to keep their nationals 
under control and prevent their prey- 
ing on American commerce. 


First, in 1812, was President Mon-

Action in China 
In the long record 
of American 


•eacetime expeditionary forces sent 
o all corners of the world, this theme 
if protecting the commerce of the 
Jnited States against piracy is men- 
ioned oftener than any other. 
In all .there have been nearly 30 ex- 


jeditions of American soldiers and 
sailors to China, and the maintenance 
of the Asiatic fleet in China ever since 
:he Boxer Rebellion in 1900 has been 
largely to protect America ninterests 
from the depredations of Chinese pi- 
rates whom the Chinese government 
could not suppress. 


Most people have the idea that the 


United States had to send only one ex- 
pedition to Japan. 
But there were 


five expeditions in all aftei' Commo- 
dore Perry obtained the commercial 
treaty in 1853. First was in 1863, even 
while the American War Between 
the States was raging, 'to obtain re- 
dress for an unwarranted attack up- 
on an American vessel." And the next 
year, "to open the straits of Shi- 
monoseki," a precedent by the way 
for keeping open today's routes of 
commerce to Vladivostok. In 1867, an 
expedition to Formosa to punish na- 
tives who had murdered the crew of 
an American bark, and the next year 
"to protect American interests during 
local disorders." The quotes are all 
from the government publication, "The 
Rights to Protect Citizens in Foreign 
Countries by Landing Forces," com- 
piled in 1934.
